ly ill in the 
Cook county hospital, 


having suffered a severe stroke of 
paralysis.

women. 
He-also had an aversion

•ville freqiiently he kept himself con- 
stantly in 'prominence.

Tells British Doctors That Mosquitoes and Gnats 


Inoculate the Germs—No Quinine Needed. 


London, July 27.—Dr. Robert Koch 
At the final meeting of the congress 
stirred another large 
audience .of 


scientists and doctors today at the 
health congress held at Eastbourne 
by publicly reiterating his 
theory 


that malaria does not emanate from 
swamps or d*imp environs, but 
was 


caused by the innoculaiion of mosqui- 
to s and gnats and that the disease 
could easily be stamped out. 


Dr. Koch related in detail his ex- 


periments in the Dutch East Indies 
anil German East Africa, where he 
spent the most of last year on a mis- 
sion of the German government to in- 
quire into the cause of malaria. 
.He 


'described the results obtained -by in- 


on tuberculosis, held today under the 
presidency of Lord Derby, resolutions

rains come immediately it may save 
the medium and later set tobacco, but 
even if it does this it will take lots 
of rain to save the quality of the crop. 
The quality, however, at best, will 
not be as good as if the weather had 
been favorable all season. 
If 
we 


don't get rains it will only be a filler 
crop. 
The loss in my opinion to 


the tobacco growers in Wisconsin will' 
be at least $1,000,000. 
In the first 


place, owing to unfavorable weather 
conditions, the growers did not get 
more than three-fourths of a set. re- 
ducing the acreage- but. I do not look 
for an increase in the price of the 
crop by reason of its shortage, be- 
cause the crops will be inferior

quality.

ed a point w;here ..it is teadily being 
consumed 
by each ' day's burning 


heat. 
We have seasons of drouth 


befor& during the growing season of 
the tobacco cropland instances where 
three 
or four weeks have elapsed 


without rain and still a fairly good 
crop obtained. 
It is the long con- 


tinued burning heat that is shrivel- 
ing up all Vegetatio". 
The early 


fields—those that were well started 
before the drouth—do riot stand as 
good a chance now of making a crop 
as that later transplanted. Where the 
plants have reached the height of a 
foot or so they have been forced to 
a bud without any breadth of leaf 
and can hardly be expected to yield 
much should rains come now. 
A 


good portion of the medium set fields 
are still living and have stood up sur- 
prisingly under the trying weather, 
but the under leaves begin to curl 
up and wither showing plairily that 
they cannot much longer survive the 
intense heat. Should rain come soon 
the only hope of securing a fraction 
of a crop lies in this portion of tne 
planting. 
If the present conditions 


continue another week it can he writ- 
ten down that the crop of 1901 
in 


the great tobacco belt of the 'state 
will be a complete t'amire.

Philadelphia, Pa., July 27.—The keel 


of the armored cruiser Pennsylvania, 
the first vessel of the new navy to be 
named after the state in which nearly 
all the more 
modern vessels were 


built, has been laid at the yard of the 
Cramp Ship and Engine Building com- 
pany. The cruiser will have.a speed 
second only to the Variag, the Russian 
cruiser, and the fastest afloat. A sister 
ship to.the Pennsylvania, the armored 
cruiser Colorado, will be built later 
by the Cramps. By a recent decision 
of the na.vy department the two ves- 
sels constructed are to be alike, al-. 
though at first' it was intended that 
the Pennsylvania, unlike the Colorado, 
should be sheathed with wood 
and 


coppered. Both vessels are .armored 
cruisers, with two nine-inch bavbette 
turrets and two military masts. The 
general dimensions are'

the water line, 502 feet; extreme beam, 
69 feet 6 Inches, and mean draft, 24 
feet 6 inches.
